green If 60 per cent of Ed¬ 
monton’s entire taxi fleet 
were replaced with hybrid 
vehicles, carbon dioxide 
emissions from the fleet 
would be cut by nearly 25 
per cent each year, says a 
report that will be present¬ 
ed to councillors today. 


The report, written by 
city administration and 
the city’s Vehicle For Hire 
Commission, studied a 
number of models of cabs 
used in the city and how 
much each vehicle emits 
in greenhouse gases. 

“This shows a hybrid 


four-cylinder vehicle emits 
50 per cent of the carbon 
dioxide compared to a typi¬ 
cal eight-cylinder Ford 
Crown Victoria,” the re¬ 
port read. 

The report says 30 per 
cent of the fleet is replaced 
with new vehicles each 


year and the rate is some¬ 
times higher during 
“healthy economic times.” 

But the city still has 222 
taxis that are pre-2000 vin¬ 
tage — roughly 18 per cent 
of the city’s taxi fleet. And 
35 of the city’s 1,220 taxis 
are hybrids — roughly 


three per cent of the pres¬ 
ent fleet, the report said. 

The city is looking to re¬ 
place taxis and the com¬ 
mission is expected to 
bring recommendations to 
council later this year.

PM lauds 
ties with 
Jamaica 


Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper will hail the “extra¬ 
ordinary” ties between 
Canada and Jamaica and 
the positive contributions 
of Jamaicans to Canadian 
society during an historic 
address to that country’s 
parliament today. 

“This visit is particularly 
important and symbolic 
for the Jamaican-Canadian 
community. It’s symbolic 
of our relations with Ja¬ 
maica,” Harper told Torstar 
News Service in an exclu¬ 
sive interview yesterday. 

“It’s also a real chance to 
acknowledge the strong 
and positive contribution 
that Jamaican-Canadians 
do make, sometimes not 
probably recorded or ap¬ 
preciated,” he said from 
Port of Prince, Trinidad. 

Harper arrived in 
Kingston, Jamaica, last 
night from Trinidad where 
he had been attending the 
Summit of the Americas. 
Joining Harper onboard 
the government Airbus jet 
was Jamaican Prime Minis¬ 
ter Bruce Golding, who 


had also been attending 
the summit. 

Today, Harper will ad¬ 
dress a sitting of both 
houses of the Jamaican 
Parliament — a first for a 
Canadian prime minister. 

“The Jamaican commu¬ 
nity is gradually coming of 
age in Canada and Ja¬ 
maicans themselves are 
proud of that and that’s 
something that enhances 
our relationship,” he said. 

As Harper meets with Ja¬ 
maican leaders, he’ll also 
be pressing efforts to ce¬ 
ment a free trade deal, 
which he touts as one rem¬ 
edy to the nation’s poverty. 

He said Jamaica has been 
hit “terribly hard” by the 
economic woes but has 
avoided the worst of the fi¬ 
nancial sector collapse be¬ 
cause the banking sector is 
almost entirely Canadian. 

“They’ve been sheltered 
from the worst fallout of 
the financial crisis. But the 
country has significant 
economic and financial 
challenges,” he said.

Dozens of models walked 
down the catwalk yester¬ 
day at the Shaw 
Conference Centre to raise 
money for the city’s only 
addictions recovery home 
for women.

McDougall House. 

Roughly 60 guest models, 
including Coun.

A dinner prepared by

Blazes keep fire crews busy all weekend

Scorching flames left 
patches of land and prop¬ 
erty around Edmonton 
smouldering and charred 
over the weekend, after 
accidental infernos and ar¬ 
sonists painted the city in 
a bright orange glow.

Canadian warship 
hunts down pirates 


piracy NATO forces foiled 
an attack by Somali pirates 
on a Norwegian oil tanker, 
and briefly detained seven 
gunmen after hunting 
them down under cover of 
darkness, NATO officials 
said yesterday. 

It was the latest assault 
by sea gangs from Somalia 
that have hijacked dozens 
of ships, taken hundreds of 
sailors hostage and made 
tens of millions of dollars 
in ransoms — defying an 
unprecedented deploy¬ 
ment by foreign navies in 
the region. 

Michael McWhinnie, a 
spokesman on the Canadi¬ 
an warship Winnipeg, said 
it, a British naval supply 
ship and U.S. warship Haly- 
burton responded after pi¬ 
rates attacked the 80,000- 
tonne MV Front Ardenne 
in the Gulf of Aden late 
Saturday. 

The gunmen, who were 
armed with assault rifles 


and rocket-propelled gren¬ 
ades, fled south in their 
skiff as the NATO forces ap¬ 
proached, dumping 

weapons overboard. 

McWhinnie said a heli¬ 
copter deployed by the 
Winnipeg fired several 
warning rounds in front of 
the pirates’ small craft 
from its machine gun, but 
they ignored it. 

The Canadian warship 
then pursued them for 
hours through the night, 
extinguishing its lights to 
hunt the gang in the dark. 

“We blocked their path. 
We were faster and surpris¬ 
ingly more manoeuvrable 
than the pirate skiff,” 
McWhinnie said. 

The Canadian ship then 
sent a boarding party to 
search the pirate vessel 
and found an RPG round, 
which they seized. After 
documenting the evi¬ 
dence, the crew let the pi¬ 
rates gO.

Obama plays nice with Cuba 

Calls on communist nation to give people more political freedom

U.S. President Barack Oba¬ 
ma said yesterday he saw 
“potential positive signs” 
of better relations with Cu¬ 
ba and Venezuela, but he 
called on Cuba to back 
them up by giving its peo¬ 
ple more political 
freedom. 

Obama spoke after at¬ 
tending a Summit of the 
Americas in Trinidad and 
Tobago, which he said fo¬ 
cused on “launching a new 
era of partnerships” be¬ 
tween the countries of the 
Western Hemisphere. 

Communist-ruled Cuba 
was excluded from the 
meeting, but the summit 
was dominated by specula¬ 
tion over the prospect of 
an end to the long conflict 
between Washington and 
Havana after Cuban Presi¬ 
dent Raul Castro said last 
week he was open to talks. 

Obama also received 
friendly overtures during 
the summit from left-wing 
Venezuelan President 
Hugo Chavez, whose close 
alliance with Cuba and 
fierce criticism of U.S. poli¬ 


cies in the region had 
strained relations with 
Washington in the past. 

“For the past few days, 
we’ve seen potential posi¬ 
tive signs in the nature of 


the relationship between 
the United States, Cuba 
and Venezuela,” Obama 
told a news conference. 

“We’re going to explore 
and see if we can make 


progress,” Obama added, 
recalling Castro had said 
he was willing to talk 
about political prisoners 
and human rights.

Simple ways to celebrate 

One billion people expected to take part in Earth Day activities 



There are many ways you can celebrate Earth Day, including starting a garden in your backyard or in a container in your home. 


It’s Earth Day on Wednes¬ 
day, and while saving the 
planet is serious business, 
you may as well have fun 
while you’re at it. Global¬ 
ly, one billion people in 
170 countries are expect¬ 
ed to join the celebration 
of the planet we all live 
on, organizers say. 

Kelly Magill, editor of 
Positively Green magazine, 
has some tips for ordinaiy 
families to join the party. 
She treats it like a birthday 
and recommends parents 
take their kids on a plane- 
taiy adventure. 

“Just get outside! Go to a 
park or on a hike. Take a 
picnic with you and spend 
the day investigating na¬ 
ture,” she says. “If you have 
bikes, take a family bike 
ride. Getting comfortable 
with biking when you’re 
young makes it easier to 
bike instead of drive when 
you’re an adult.” 

If you live near a zoo or 
wildlife park, take your 
family there to instill a 
sense of love and respect 
for animals, she suggests. 
In a similar vein, go on a 
strawberiy picking adven¬ 
ture and bring the fruit 
home to enjoy. 

“This activity really 
makes our connection to 
the Earth clear.” 

An easier option is to vis¬ 
it your local farmers’ mar¬ 


ket. Building this connec¬ 
tion between the Earth and 
what we eat makes it easier 
to understand why protect¬ 
ing the planet is important, 
she explains. 

Magill recently finished 
making a batch of soap 
with her family. 

“Families used to make 
all of their own ‘beauty’ 
products and they knew

exactly what was in them,” 
she explains. “You can find 
easy recipes on the web.” 

It doesn’t take long and 


it also makes bath time 
more fun. 

For a more ambitious 
project, start a garden in 
your backyard or in a con¬ 
tainer in your house. 

“Let your child choose 
what to plant. This way, 
they’re more likely to eat 
it. Don’t get too ambitious 
— choose two or three 
things to plant,” she says. 


“You and your child can 
check on your garden 
throughout the spring and 
summer and harvest what 
you’ve grown together.” 

A simpler idea is to set 
up a bird feeder. 

“Spring means baby 
birds and feeding,” Magill 
smiles. 

“You’ll see all kinds of 
birds visiting your feeder.”

much cash it needed to 
have to pay its bills. 

While not necessarily an 
ominous sign in an indus¬ 
try known for its volatility, 
the event nevertheless 
spawned discussions be¬ 
tween Conquest manage¬ 
ment and the province’s 
travel industry watchdog, 
the Travel Industry Council 
of Ontario, or TICO. 

In March, TICO gave 
Conquest a deadline of

April 14 to put more mon¬ 
ey into its working capital 
fund or face a suspension. 

But TICO president 
Michael Pepper said Con¬ 
quest instead opted to pull 
the plug on the travel firm 
the next day in a move 
that ruined the plans of 
thousands of Canadians. 
While Pepper says he 


stands by his decision to at¬ 
tempt to work with Con¬ 
quest, others have ques¬ 
tioned whether TICO could 
have done more to soften 
the impact of Conquest’s 
shutdown. 

Bruce Bishins, president 
of the Association of Retail 
Travel Agents, said a short¬ 
fall in Conquest’s working 
capital, which refers to 
money used to pay short¬ 
term expenses like bills, 
should have prompted 
TICO to stop Conquest 
from selling travel pack¬ 
ages.

Chiysler would then 
likely have to file for bank¬ 
ruptcy protection, almost 
assuredly bringing cuts in 
labour costs and job losses, 
analysts said. 

Chrysler said in a letter 
to employees Friday that 
the union’s refusal to cut 
labour costs by $19 an 
hour to $57 an hour jeop¬ 
ardizes the future of 
Chiysler and its operations 
in Canada.

Sniffing out crime 

Never underestimate police dogs: Officer 



Many police dogs are German Sheperds, and most work for 
about eight years before they go into retirement.

Dutch bursts out of the 
police truck with his teeth 
ripped back in a vicious 
snarl. The German Shep¬ 
herd’s blood’s up and pity 
anything that gets 
between him and the 
crook. Anything but the 
slobbery toy Const. Paul 
Jessen holds out, instantly 
turning the fierce beast 
into a puppy. 

Jessen got Dutch when 
he was 11 months old, and 
the dog already had a chip 
on his shoulder. That’s 
part of what makes the 85- 
pound K-9 cop such a valu¬ 
able partner. 

“They do have that ag¬ 
gressive streak when you 
need it. There are times 
when you have to arrest 
somebody and they’re not 
about to be arrested,” the 
Halifax Regional Police 
cop explains. 

Jessen’s been with the 
police for 21 years and in 
the K-9 unit for 13. He’s on 
his third dog, and he’s 
seen them sniff out some 
well-hidden bad guys. 

Jessen and his dog once 
arrived late on the scene 
of a stolen van. The 
thieves had ditched the 
vehicle and fled on foot. 

“It was a parking lot, 
which is more difficult for 
the dogs because the hard 
surface doesn’t retain the 
scent as well as grass or 
woods,” he says. “He went 


right to a dumpster a half 
kilometre away. We 
looked inside and sure 
enough, they were inside. 
It was a mother and son 
team.” 

Most criminals underes¬ 
timate the dog’s nose, 
which can track down ex¬ 
plosives, narcotics and evi¬ 
dence, as well as people. 

“A lot of people are very 
surprised. They’re not ex¬ 
pecting to be caught,” he 
says. “They are German 
Shepherds and they do 
have huge teeth.” 

Cops and canines work 
and live together. Dutch’s 
insulated dog house is in 
Jessen’s backyard, so he 
quickly adjusts to the 
weather. He’s about 
halfway through his eight- 
year working life. 


“Then, they start show¬ 
ing their age. The work is 
fairly punishing for them. 
It’s punishing for us, too,” 
Jessen says. In retirement, 
the dogs often become 
pure pets for the handlers, 
or they find another home 
for them. 

Not all are as ill-tem¬ 
pered as Dutch. Jessen 
took his retired German 
Shepherd to visit his 
three-year-old nephew. 
“He was all over him, and 
he doesn’t care at all. I 
wouldn’t do that with 
(Dutch). He’s got personal 
space issues.”

Accused Tyra Banks stalker on trial 


The man charged with 
stalking former supermod¬ 
el Tyra Banks went on trial 
Friday, with prosecutors 
saying he terrified the 
America’s Next Top Model 
host by sending her pack¬ 
ages and threatening her 
assistant. 

Brady Green, 39, was ar¬ 
rested last March after he 
appeared twice at the Man¬ 
hattan studio her chat 
show, The Tyra Banks 
Show, is filmed. 

Green repeatedly contact¬ 
ed the show, sent Banks 
flowers with the note 
“When I see you, I love 
you,” and threatened to slit 


the throat of her assistant, 
causing Banks to “fear for 
her physical health and 
safety,” prosecutor Shawn 
McMahon said in opening 
arguments in New York 
State Supreme Court. 

“His actions made him a 
stalker — not a fan, but a 
stalker,” McMahon said. 

But Green’s defense attor¬ 
ney, Sydney O’Hagen, por¬ 
trayed Green as a harmless 
fan and said Banks courted 
admirers by giving them 
multiple ways of reaching 
out to her and cultivating 
an image of approachabili- 

ty. 

“She invites fans who are 


inspired by her shows to 
reach out to her,” O’Hagen 
said. “She repeatedly pre¬ 
sented herself as someone 
her fans can relate to.” 

Green was “an inspired 
fan, not a deranged fan, not 
a stalker,” O’Hagen said, 
adding that her client only 
wanted to attend a taping 
of the show and perhaps 
meet Banks. 

Green has pleaded not 
guilty to the misdemeanor 
stalking and harassment 
charges. He faces a maxi¬ 
mum of 90 days in jail if 
convicted in the trial, 
which resumes in Manhat¬ 
tan on April 27. reuters

Basil-Stuffed 
Chicken Breasts 

INGREDIENTS: 

4 skinless boneless chick¬ 
en breast halves 

3 oz (90 g) mozzarella 
cheese, thinly sliced 

1 tomato, thinly sliced 
1 garlic clove, crushed 
1 bunch fresh basil, about 
3/4 oz (20 g) 

4 slices prosciutto, about 2 
oz (60 g) in total 

1 tbsp (15 ml) extra-virgin 
olive oil 

Salt and fresh-ground 
black pepper 

GREEN SALAD: 

2 tbsp (25 ml) extra-virgin 
olive oil 

Fresh juice of 1/2 lemon 
4 oz (125 g) mixed salad 
leaves 

1 bunch fresh watercress, 
large stems discarded 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat the oven to 425 
F (220 C). Slit each chicken 
breast half and enlarge to 
form pocket. 

2. Divide mozzarella 
between chicken breast 
halves, sliding slices into 
pockets. Top cheese with 
tomato slices and crushed 
garlic. Roughly chop some 
basil and sprinkle in pock¬ 
ets. 

3. Season chicken breasts. 
Place large sprig of basil 


on each, then wrap in a 
slice of prosciutto, making 
sure that ham covers slit 
in chicken. Tie securely 
with kitchen string. 

4. Heat oil in large frying 
pan over medium heat. 
Add chicken breasts and 
saute over high heat until 
brown on both sides, 3 
minutes. Transfer chicken 
to baking dish. Bake until 
chicken is cooked through 
and juices run clear when 
breast is pierced, 10 to 12 
minutes. 

5. For salad, put oil and 
lemon juice in bowl, sea¬ 
son with salt and pepper 
to taste, and whisk. Add 
lettuce and watercress, 
then toss. Divide between 
4 serving plates. 

6. Remove string from 
chicken breasts. Cut each 
piece crosswise into slices, 
holding together to keep 
shape. Arrange on salad 
and garnish with remain¬ 
ing basil.
